DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because the figure sheets are not numbered. While 
the figures are labeled, the sheets they are on, are not. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-1 1 are objected because it is unclear whether applicant is positively 
reciting the pin in claim 1. One could interpret the pin as being functionally recited 
instead of positively recited. Correction is encouraged should applicant be positively 
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reciting the pin in combination with the instrument for gripping. In the meantime, the 
claims are interpreted as not positively reciting the pin. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
fomri the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dupuis 
(US Patent 4.028.790). 

Dupuis discloses a device (Figures 1-4) comprising: a pin (46) clearly having an 
en; a first handle (40); a second handle (16, 17); a plunger (43) coupled to the first and 
second handles; the plunger pushes against a working member (slides away from first 
handle 40) when second handle (16, 17) is pulled (see Column 3, Lines 10-30); a 
gripping mechanism including first and second gripping elements (at top 35. at bottom 
35 in Figure 1) with a gripping surface (top 36) and gripping finger (bottom 36); the 
gripping surface and gripping finger are moved laterally toward one another when the 
second handle is activated; the first gripping element (top 35) is integral with the first 
handle member (40) due to being one piece when assembled; the gripping surface (top 
36) has a roughed surface for engaging the roughed surface (See Figure 1) of the pin 
(46); a linkage system (30, 34) couples the second handle with the gripping fingers 
(bottom 36); the plunger (43) has an internal contour complementary to another portion 
of the pin (located to the right of the roughed surface at bottom/top 36 in Figure 1); the 
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pin can be cylindrical (Column 3, Lines 60-65) thus defining a partially cylindrical 
contour for the plunger (43) as well as the gripping surface (top 36 with threaded hole 
split into two portions between top and bottom 36); a biasing mechanism with spring 
(34); and an actuator (41) including an arm (17) from the second handle member (16, 
17). 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-1 1 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
